WASHINGTON, June 7.—Ambassador 
Gerard reported today that the German 
Admiralty as yet had no report on the 
torpedoeing of the American steamer 
Nebraskan, but was conducting an in- 
vestigation.

WASHINGTON, June 7.—The Ameri- 
can note to Germany concerning the 
sinking cf the Lusitania, virtually was 
ready today for transmission to Berlin. 
President Wilson worked until a late 
hour last night to complete its phrase- 
ology. 

The note is said to be a: vigorous re- 
iteration of previous demands that Ger- 
many exercise the right of visit and 
search before attacking unarmed mer- 
chant ships. The delay in forwarding 
the note was to enable the President to 
50 phrase it. that there could be no room 
for doubt or further argument concern- 
ing the attitude of the United States. 

It was expected that the note would 5e 
eabled to Ambassador Gerard at Ber- 
lin tonight or early tomorrow, at the 
latest. .

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FREDERICK TELLS 
IN DEPOSITION OF 
SWINDLING WOMAN 


Says Signature Was Forged to 
Deed of Trust Sold to 
Anna E. Polanek. 


SUIT TO RECOVER $2000 


Former Realty Man Gives State- 
ment in Prison in Action 
Against Surety Company. 


A. H. Frederick's own account of 
one of his deed of trust forgeries, 
simila rto the one for which he si- 
lently accepted and began serving a 
10-years penitentiary sentence, is 
contained in a deposition filed today 
in connection with a suit in Judge 
Koerner’s court. It is the first de- 
tailed statement Frederick has made 
as to hie fraudulent acts. 

The suit is that of Miss Anna E. 
Polanek cf 5202A Garfield avenue, a 
sctenographer, against the National 
Surety Co., which was surety on 
Frederick’s bond as a notary pub- 
lic. The amount of the bond is $5000. 
Miss Polanek’s suit is for $2900, the 
amount she lost by Frederick's swin- 
dle. 

Frederick's deposition was taken in 
the Warden’ s office in the penitentiary 
at Jefferson City. Lambert E. Walther 
acted as Miss Polanek’s lawyer, and 
Henry Kortjohn, who represented Fred- 
erick here before his plea of guilty, was 
present. 

Sigrature Was Forged. 

Frederick testified that the deed of 
trust which he sold Miss Polanek was 
fraudulent, and that Esther Ellis, own- 
er of the property, whose purported sig- 
nature was attached to the deed, did not 
appear before him. He attested, under 
his notarial seal, that she did so appear. 
The deed purported to cover property at 
3702 Cook avenue. 

a Frederick stated that Esther Ellis did 
not appezr before him Nov. 12, 1919, the 
date on which the deed was attested: 
that she did not, as stated theéré, ac- 
knowlédge ard sign the instrument, and 
declare hersclf to, be a singie woman. 

‘He then stated that he signed the 
neme.cg¥~*her Ellis to the deed, and 
to the anying note for $2200, pay- 
able t KH Dearth, a cleyk in Fred- 
erick’s office: and that he signed Esther 
Ellis’ name to four interest notes of 
$60 each. 

He said he sold Miss Polanek ‘th: 
deed, and thet he paid the interest to 
ner regularly for three years. He: snic 
that he used: a rubber stamp, purport- 
ing .to te thet of-Charles F. Juy, Re- 
corder of Deeds, to indicate the can- 
cellation of the notes. ' 

He testified that he had since trans- 
ferred all his holdings, including his in- 
terest in the A. H. Frederick Real 
Estate Co. and the Jessie Morris Real- 
ty Co., to Kortjohn as trustee. He said 
that, as near as he had been able to 
estimate, he thought his assets woulu 
cover his liabilities. 

Another similar suit is pending, that 
of executors of the estate of Maria C. 
Gregory against the United State Fidel- 
ity and Guaranty Co., which was for- 
merly on his notarial bond. This is in 
cennection with a deed sold to Miss 
Cregory, and purporting to have been 
rade by Miss Mary G. Legan of Wind- 
scr, Mo. Miss Logan, in a deposition, 
cenied having given Frederick a power 
<f attorney, or that she authorized him 
to negotiate a Pan on her property, 
though she did authorize bim to act as 
agent for its sale.

filed today, disposing of an estate which, 
it is estimated, is valued at $2,000,000. 

After providing for the handling of the 
estate by a board of trustees and mak- 
ing bequests to relatives and charitable 
institutions, Barnard directs that the 
remainder of the estate, over and above 
what may be used in continuing his 
business, shall be paid over to the Skin 
and Cancer Hospital. 

The annuities to be paid out for 
charitable and benevolent purposes, 
as provided for in the will, amount 
to $15,950 a year. 

The will directs that $1,000 a year be 
set aside to pay the initiation fees and 
dues to enable as many Washington 
University professors as possible to be- 
come members of the St. Louis Club, 
or the Round Table Club. At least one 
membership %m the St. Louis Club must 
be purchased with the annuity. 

Another bequest is an annuity of 
$230 to purchase tickets to St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra concerts for in- 
mates of the Missouri School for the 
Blind.

Ten years ago Maude Clark, employed 
in the Drescher household, died in con- 
vulsions, and Dr..O. F. Gray was called, 
but the girl was unable to tell how she 
got the poison. She had clutched the 
clothing of Drescher, and her grip was 
loosed with difficulty, after her death. 
Dr. Gray wanted a post-mortem, but 
the physician, who was then Coroner, 
believed the girl had committed sui- 
cide, and no post-mortem was held. Dr. 
Gray says that he believes that if an 
inquiry had been made there would 
have been an end of strychnine poison- 
ing in Owen County. 

Soon after the death of the giri, 
strychnine was found in o sugar bowl 
in the Gray home, and Mrs. Gray and 
a daughter narrowly escaped death, aft- 
er having convulsions. Dr. Gray em- 
ployed detectives, but they get no evi- 
dence on- which an arrest could be 
made.

Anybody wish to buy a cemetery for 
68 cents? One is to be sold June 1? 
at public auction, for taxes and costs 
to cover that amount. 

It is the old Milton burying ground, 
with an area of 3-10 of an acre, 
a quarter of a mile north of East Al- 
ton, the oldest grave in which is that of 
John Milton, who died in 1812. 

An assessment of $2 was levied against 
the graveyard for the East Alton Drain- 
age and Levee District.

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 7.—The al- 
lied troops on the Gallipoli Peninsula 
have, been driven back with heavy 
losses, according to an official state- 
ment issued today by the Turkish War 
Office, which says: 

“Stubborn fighting on the Seddu} 
Kahr front has been successful for us. 
This was achieved by us by our right 
wing counter attacking. The enemy 
was driven back in disorder into his 
eld position after suffering heavy 
losses.”’ 


LONDON, June 7.—A desperate two 
days’ struggle along the entire battle 
front across the southern hills of the 
Gallipoli peninsula, as a result of which 
the Turks were pushed back 500 yards on 
practically the entire front and two lines 
of Turkish trenches were taken along a 
three-mile front, is outlined in an official 
announcement made last night.

For more than two hours every gun, 
French and British, that had been land- 
ed was in action, pounding heavily on 
the Turkish trenches opposite. At the 
same time the battleships of the allicd 
fleet, taking position on each flank, 
opened their broadsides and hurled great 
shells into the hills vhat marked the 
Turkish position. 

Meanwhile the infantry were quietly 
working their way down the communi- 
cating trenches and massing themselves 
in the foremost line. The two French 
divisions were cn the extrerme right of 
the line in the hills running down to 
the Dardanelles shores. Next to them 
came the naval division, supposed to 
number 20,000 bluejackets and marines. 
In the center of the line, farthest back 
in,the hills, were posted a division of 
British territorials and a division of 
British regulars, in the order named, 
and the extreme left, down to the 
Aegean shore, was held by the Indian 
troops.

They were 
immediately successful all along the line 
except at one spot (in front of the di- 
vision of British regulars), where the 
heavy wire entanglement was not en- 
tirely destroyed by the hombardment. 

“Indian troops on our extreme left 
captured two lines of trenches, but, ow- 
ing to the fact that troops on their right 
were hung up by this wire entanglement, 
they were obliged to retire to their 
criginal line. The regular division made 
good on the left center, capturing a 
strong position and two lines of trenches 
beyond it, about 40 yards In advance of 
their original line. 

“The territorial division on our center 
did brilliantly, advancing 600 yards and 
capturing three lines o; trenches, but. 
though the advanced capturei trench 
was held all day and half of the en- 
suing night, they had to be ordaed 
back in the morning to the second cap- 
tured line, as both their flanks were 
exposed. 

‘The naval division on our right center 
captured «& and a line of 


[trenches constructed im three tiers 200, 
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yards to their front but they, too, had 
to be ordered back owing to the heavy 
enfilading fire. 

“The French second division retook 
for the fourth time that deadly redouhbt 
they call Le Haricot (the bran), but un- 
fortunately the Turks developed heavy 
counter attacks through prepared com- 
munication trenches, and, under cover 
of an accurate shell fire, were able to 
recapture it. 

“On the French oxtreme

attacked twice during the night, they

In the east the Austro-German aé- 
vance is continuing with Bastern Ge- 
licia figuring prominently as the objeo- 
tive. This move is regarded in London 
as political, the idea of the ‘Germans 
and Austrians being to exert an influ- 
ence on Rumania. 

Russians Force 

Petrograd annources a suc- 
cess aiong the River Pruth, near Ko- 
lomea, where the Austro-Germans are 
said to have been forced back across 
the river. 

Petrograd says also that the Russian 
lines of defense must be readjusted on 
account of the use of poisonous gases 
by the Germans. The reason for this 
is that these works, technically correct 
under the ordinary conditions of war- 
fare, become death traps when exposed 
to this new engine of hostility. 

The fighting along the central section 
of the River Isonzo has Geveloped a 
series of fierce engagements with the 
Italians finding stronger opposition thaa 
they hitherto have met, the Austrians 
being formidably entrenched.

Tomorrow's Vote Is Only. to Determine Its Cost 


OTERS of St: Louis will determine at the polls to- 
VV morrow whether St. Louis shall have a Central 
Traffic Parkway. This proposition has been re- 
ferred to the people for decision under the referendum 
clause of the new City Charter. 
The Municipal Assembly, last fall, passed an ordinance 
authorizing the condemnation of 21 blocks of land be- 
tween Market and Chestnut streets from Twelfth street 
to Jefferson avenue, and between Lawton avenue and 
Pine street from Jefferson avenue to Grand avenue, and 
directing that the buildings be cleared from this prop- 
erty and that it be converted into a Parkway. 
Opponents of the Parkway invoked the referendum 
agairst the ordinance. The Board of Alderman, after the 
referendum had been invoked, passed an ordinance call- 
ing for a special Parkway election tomorrow. 


CosT TO BE BDETERMINED FIRST. 
The election tomorrow will be primarily for‘the pur- 
pose of determining the cost of the Parkway. It is esti- 
mated by City Counselor Baird that the expense of de- 
termining the cost of the Parkway will not be in excess 
of $10,000. 

If the ordinance is approved by the people at the 
polls, the City Counselor will proced to file condemna- 
tion suits against all the property needed for the Park- 
way; the Circuit Court will appoint three disinterested 
freeholders to determine the value of the property need- 
ed by the city and to lay out a benefit district. Spe- 
cial assessments will be levied against the property own- 
‘rs in the benefit district to help pay the cost of the 
Parkway. 

The assessed valuation of the 21 blocks of property 
to be condemned is approximately $4,000,000 Real 
estate in St. Louis is assessed at two-thirds of its real 
value. It is estimated that the cost of the Parkway 
will be in the neighborhood of $8,000,000, and certainly 
not im excess of $10,000,000. Mayor Kiel has asserted 
repeatedy if it should be found that the Parkway would 
cost $10,000,000 or more the condemnation proceedings 
would be dismissed and the project abandoned. 

Under these conditions. the election tomorrow is really 
for the purpose of determining the cost. If the cost 
phould be found to be excessive, the suits can be dis- 
missed by the City Counselor going into court end aske 
ing the court to strike them from the docket. If the 
cost should be under $10,000,000, the city could proceed 
to acquire the property, in accordance with the law. 


BENEFIT DISTRICT TO BE FIXED. 
The area of the benefit district cannot be determined 
until a commission appointed by the court investigates 
the problem and makes its report. ‘Opponents of the 
Parkway have circulated reports that North and South 
St: Louis would be heavily taxed for the Parkway. 


These reports are declared by experts to be absolutely 
without foundation. The opinion of city officials is that 
the special tax district will not exterd south of the Mill 
Creek Valley and probably not north of Washington 
avenue. A large section of the West End district most 
likely would be taxed, as all that section of the city 
would derive direct benefits from the tmprovement. 


It has been the experience of other cities where the 
special tax system of paying for parkway and boulevard 
improvements has been tried out that the increase in 
property values always amounts to more than twice the 
amount of the spécial tax. It is the opinion of city 
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in special taxes for the Parkway they will receive two 
dollars as the result of the increase in the value of their 
property. 

The Parkway was planned by the City Plan Commis- 
sion. The members of this commission are Thomas P. 
Barnett, architect; Colin M. Selph, postmaster of St. 
Louis; Cyrus P. Walbridge, former Mayor; John H. Gund- 
lach, former. President of the City Council; Charles A, 
Stix, dry goods merchant; Harry B. Wallace, vice presi- 
dent Samuel Cupples Woodenware Co.; James C. Travilla, 
former Street Commissioner; Hugo A. Koehler, brewer, 
and Walter B. Stevens, secretary. 

The ex-officio members of the commission were Sam 
Lazarus, former President of the City Council; John R, 
McCarthy, former Speaker of the House of Delegates; 
E. R. Kinsey, President of the Board of Public Service; 
Cc. M. Talbert, Director of Streets and Sewers; Dwight 
F. Davis, former Park Commissioner, and James N. Mc- 
Kelvey, Building Commissioner. 

The commission was aided in its work. by George M. 
Kessler, the landscape architect who planned and con- 
structed Kansas City’s magnificent system of parkways 
and boulevards. 

WHAT PARKWAY WOULD CONTAIN, 

There will be traffic ways on both sides of the Park- 
way, to relieve the traffic conditions of the city. In the 
middie of each block there will be small parks, recrea- 
tion grounds, swimming pools, tennis courts, outdoor 
forums, band stands, open-air theaters and probably 
other things for the entertainment and amusement of 
the people. ) 

The Parkway will afford recreation grounds for sev- 
eral hundred thousand people who live in the congested 
district east of Grand avenue. 

In addition to providing breathing and _ recreation 
grounds for the poor, the Parkway will be a thing of 
beauty for the entire city. It will stimulate.civic pride, 
It will givg St. Louisans something to talk about. It 
will.be the show spot of the city. 

The great plaza will sweep westward from Twelfth 
street past the city hall and municipal courts building 
arnt Union Station. Visitors to St. Louis, stepping out 
of the station, instead of being confronted by rows of 
dirty, dilapidated buildings, will find one of the most 
beautiful avenues in the world—a rival of Tnter den 
Linden of Berlin, Champs Elysees of Paris, Central ave- 
nue of Rio de Janeiro, and the Ringstrasse of Vienna. 

It is expected that the antiquated structures on Chest- 
nut street and Market street, facing the Parkway, will 
be eventually replaced with modern buildings somewhat 
in keeping with the Parkway, and that the influence of 
the Parkway will be reflected in the architecture of 
the entire district adjacent to the improvement. 

Parkway frontage will be especially ‘desirable for 
hotels in the district between Twelfth and Eighteenth 
streets, and for family hotels and apartment houses in 
the district between Jefferson and Grand avenues. 

The Parkway will be the first great step forward inthe 
work of making St. Louis one of the most beautiful 
and attractive cities in the United States. Other cities 
are spending millions of dollars on boulevards, park- 
ways, river and harbor fronts, and if St. Louis wishes to 
keep pace with the progressive cities of the country, 
now is the time to make a beginning.

BLL TO RECENE 
FAVORABLE REPORT 


Measure Provides That City Do 
Inspection Instead of Fire 
Prevention Bureau. ~ 


A bill proposing that the city assume 
control of thé ‘Inspection of interior 
electric wiring,”°as it now controls ex- 
terior wiring, supplanting the private 


inspection that has been in vogue for 20 
years under the St. Louis Fire Preven- 
tion Bureau, which is supported by fire 
insurance companies, will be favorably 
reported by the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen at an 
early meeting. 

The measure is opposed by insurance 
men, the Business Men's League, the 
Merchants’ Exchange, Lumbermen’s Ex- 
change and other organizations, main- 
ly on the ground that it would mean an 
added burden to taxpayers without in- 
creasing the efficiency of the preserit 


j inspection, and might be expected to re- 


sult in conflicting requirements between 
the city and the. fire insurance com- 
panies that would cause annoyance and 
loss of money to those who install elec- 
trical wiring and equipment. 

Electrical contractors, labor unions, 
the Jovian Order and other electrical 
interests supported the measure at a re- 
cent public hearing on the ground main- 
ly that the city would make the inspec- 
tion department. self-sustaining by 
charging the same rates now levied by 
the Fire Prevention Bureau, ranging 
from a minimum of 50 cents to about 
$3 per inspection, and that it is neces- 
sary for the city to exercise its police 
powers in enforcing regulations to prop- 
ar eee ae life and property. 


reau Has Neo Police Power. 
F< a+ police powers, the Fire Pre- 


vention Bureau enforces ite inspections 
ty making unfavorable reports to insur- 
ance companies that result in higher 
rates or no insurance at all to those 
who ignore the safety requirements in 
wiring. 
In New York, Philadelphia and a 
score of other large cities, inspection by 
private insurance boards is the sole re- 
Hance. Chicago, Boston, Detroit, San 
Francisco and a score of other large 
cities have assumed municipal control 
of such inspection. Cleveland, Balti- 
more, Pittsburg, Washington and many 
other cities have both municipal and 
private inspection. 
In Chicago and other cities 
which financial statements were 0Ob- 
tained by the Aldermen, it appeared 
that a surplus was returned to the city 
treasury after paying the expense of 
operating such departments out of the 
fees collected. Last year, the Chicago 
department returned a surplus of $75,000. 
H. C. Henley, chief inspector of the 
St. Louis Fire Prevention : Bureau, told 
the aldermanic conimittee that the in- 
spection work is carried on at a net 
loss which is made up by the ineur- 
ance companies in St. Louis. The rates 
in St. Louis, Henley said, were lower 
than in Chicago, and most other cities 
where municipal inspection exists.

Increase in Rates Suggested, 

Congressman Meeker, attorney for 
those supporting the bill, said the city 
might find these same rates sufficient 
to pay expenses of the department, and 
if it did not, the rates ought to be 
increased to the point of making the 
bureau self sustaining. 

The bill carries with it an appropria- 
tion of $20,000 for the expenses of the 
present fiscal year ending next April. 
It creates the office of Chief Electrical 
Inspector at $2500 a year; 10 deputy in- 
spectors at $125 per month; a permit 
clerk at $100, and a stenographer at $75 
a month. The Fire Prevention Bureau 
employs from 10 to 13 deputy inspectors 
for this branch of its service. 

The bill requires that before any elec- 
trical wiring or apparatus is installed 
in a building, or before any alteration 
of such equipment is attempted, a per- 
mit describing the work to be done, 
be obtained from the permit clerk. 

The advocates of municipal inspection 
assert that this will enable the city, as 
in plumbing and all other branches of 
building work, to keep a check on wir- 
ing that the Fire Prevention Bureau 
cannot keep. They say the private 
bureau can rely only upon finding such 
changes in the course of time as its in- 
spectors visit buildings in the city, and 
this system does not effectually prevent 
the pegs emer of dangerous wiring. 


rense Fee for Wiring 
The pending bill also venultes that no 


one may perform electrical wiring unless 
he is licensed to do so by the city at a 
nominal fee of $10 a year. The assertion 
‘was made that under existing conditions 


acrew driver may do bdlectrical wiring, 
whereas in plumbing work and other 
branches of the building industry the 
city requires licensed men to_ operate 
under permits, and must approve the 
work by inspection. 

Chairman Hart of the Ways and 
Means Committee, said the committee 
might amend the bill to provide that the 
interior inspection work shall be under 
the direction of the City Lighting Super- 
visor, or his successor under the new 
charter, Who now has charge of exterior 
wiring. 

Before the Board of Aldermen may en- 
act the measure it must have the ap- 
proval of the Board of Estimate ana 
Apportionment, because the bill contem- 
plates an expenditure of public funds. 
The Estimate Board has not acted upon 
the measure but Mayor Kiel and Presi- 
dent Haller have indicated that they 
will vote favorably on the bill.

WASHINGTON, June 7.—By admis- 
sion at the Treasury Department today 
that search is being made by the Secret 
Service for Knox Booth, division reve- 
nue agent fer Tennessee and Alabama, 
with headquarters at Nashville, light 
was*let into what is declared to be a 
$20,000,000 revenue scandal, extending 
through three administrations. 

Booth has been missing two weeks, his 
disappearance being coincident, it is 
said, with the arrest of John L. Caspar 
at Fort Smith, Ark., on a charge of con- 
spiring to defraud the Government. 

Caspar is head of a big distillery that 
is said to have evaded payment of a 
large part of its taxes through alleged 
conspiracy with revenue officers. 


SHIP BRINGS REPORT OF GERMAN 
SUBMARINES BEING CAPTURED 


8 Trapped in the Tay and Forced to 
Surrender, It Is Said—Cameronia 
- Carried 1800 Troops Across Ocean. 

NEW YORK, June 7.—The steamer 
Cameronia, whose passengers were 
transferred to the Lusitania at the last 
moment after the Cameronia had been 
requisitioned by the British Government 
to transport soldiers from Canada to the 
British Isles, reached New York today 
en her return from Glasgow and Liver- 
pool. 
On the outward voyage the Cameronia 
took more than 1800 Canadian troops 
across the ocean. Six torpedo boat de- 
stroyers convoyed her through the war 
zone. As she passed through the in- 
fested waters her soldiers were assem- 
bled on deck with their life belts ad- 
justed. At night she proceeded with 
lights extinguished. The soldiers were 
not permitted even to light cigars. 
When the Cameronia left Glasgow 
there was a report current there that 
three German submarines, which had 
penetrated far into the Firth of Tay, 
had been trapped and had surrendered. 
No such incident has been mentioned in 
any of the official British announce- 
ments.

DEBATE OVER MILITANCY

Wisconsin Delegate at Chicago Bisbee Ac- 
cuses President of Trying to Flatten 
Her Out With Steam Roller. 


CHICAGO, June 7.—The mid-year con- 
ference of the National American Wom- 
an Guffrage Association was but half 
an hour old today when verbal sparks 
began to fly. The participants were Dr. 
Anna Edward Shaw, president of the 
association; Mrs. Thomas W. Youmans, 
president of the Wisconsin State organ- 
ization, and, as peacemaker, Mrs. Har- 
riet Taylor Upton, president of the 
State organization of Ohio. 


Mrs. Youmans accused Dr. Shaw of 
“flattening her out with a steam-roller.”’ 
The trouble arose over the congression- 
al union, a suffragist organization said 
to advocate militant methods, including 
attacks on parties and individuals which 
cppose the woman movement. This is 
one of the most important subjects to 
come before the conference. 

Among the State presidents in attend- 
ance at the first session were Mrs. 
Jacobs, Mrs. Youmans, Grace Wilbur 
Trout, Illinois; the Rev. Mary Safford, 
Florida; Mrs. Charlies E. Elliott, Mary- 
land; Miss Alice Stone Blackwell, Mas- 
sachusetts; Mrs. Andreas Ueland, Min- 
nesota; Miss Pauline Vorr, Mississippi; 
Mrs. Walter McNab Miller, Missouri; 


Mrs. Draper Smith, Nebraska; Mrs. Up- 
ton, Mrs. James M. McCormack, Ten- 
nessee; Mrs. J. Gale Ebert, West Vir- 
ginia. 

The representation from the South 
was unexpectedly large, while New York 
and other Eastern States, where the 
women are fighting for the ballot, sent 
restricted delegations.

ASQUITH DECLARES 


Premier Tells Commons Appeal 
for 300,000 Men Has Met 
With Generous Response. 


LONDON, June 7.—All the new Min- 
isters of the British coalition Cabinet 
appeared on the front bench in the 
House of Commons this afternoon. 
Premier Asquith and the new Secre- 
tary for the Colonies, A. Bonar Law, ani 
others were cheered by the whole House 


when they rose to answer questions. 

Premier Asquith announced that the 
response to Field Marsnal Earl Kitch- 
ener’s appeal for 300,000 recruits had been 
satisfactory. 

A full announcement of the Govern- 
ment’s policy regarding recruiting would 
be made later, the Premier said, in re- 
sponse to qeustions as to whether or 
not conscription would be introduced. 

- Alluding to the intervention of Italy, 
Asquith said: 

“During half a century there never 
has been a shadow of discord between 
the two nations. We regard Italy as 
one of the custodians of the free tradi- 
tions of Europe. We warmly grasp 
her hand and welcome her gallant sail- 
ors and soldiers as fellow comrades in 
the struggle on which the liberty of the 
world depends.” 

Frederick G. Kellaway, Liberal mem- 
ber for Bedford, asked ‘‘whether the 
Government has the power to stop the 
mischievous campaign of a group of 
newspapers, which endeavored to pre- 
vent men from joining the army by 
refusing to publish Lord Kitchener’s ap- 
peal for more men and violently attack- 
ing its conditions, and whether the Gov- 
ernment was aware that these attacks 
came from the same source as did the 
recent attacks on Lord Kitchener?’’ 

Harold J. Tenant, Parliamentary 
Under-Secretary for War, replied: 

“The action of these journals has 
stimulated responses to Lord Kitchener's 
appeal. It is believed the men required 
will be rapidly avaflable.’’ 

Tennant’s answer was greeted with 
cheers. 

Lord Robert Cecil, Unionist member 
for the North Division of Hertfordshire 
and recently appointed Parliamentary 
Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
made his first appearance in the House 
as spokesman for the Foreign Office 
today. 

Replying to a question put by Sir 
William James Bull, Unionist member 
for Hammersmith, whether Great Brit- 
ain had sent to China and Japan a note 
similar to the American note on the 
China-Japanese treaty, Lord Robert 
said: 

‘‘Both the Japanese and Chinese Gov- 
ernments are aware of His Majesty’s 
views on this subject.”’ 


PAN-AMERICAN DELEGATES 
JOINED BY M’ADOO IN CHICAGO 


St. Louis Visit Closed With Luncheon 
at St. Louis Club at Which F. 
W. Lehmann Speaks. 

The delegates to the recent Pan-Amer- 
ican Financial Conference left St. Louis 
yesterday for Chicago on the eastward 
part of their trip of inspection to some 
of the principal manufacturing centers 
of the United States. 

They closed their visit here with a 
luncheon at the St. Louis Club, where 
Frederick W. Lehmann told the dele- 
gates that one of the great accomplish- 
ments of the Niagara Falls Mexican 
mediation conference was the fact that 
through the United States’ prompt and 
friendly acceptance of the offer of-the 
three South American republics to medi- 
ate, she recognized as her equals the 
countries to the south.

300 Carried Off on Stretchers 
After Demonstration Outside 
Deputies Building.

CWExice CITY. s Associated May 22— 


For the last three days the sessions of 
the so-called national convention in the 
Chamber of Deputies Building have been 
scenes of the wildest disorder. Not only 
the galleries but at times the floor and 
Speaker's tribune have been rushed by 
hordes of hungry men, women and chil- 
dren. 

The shouts of ‘“‘We want corn” drown- 
ed all others and even the show of bay- 
onets and the firing of the soldiers over 
the heads of the mob have not checked 
their vain and piteous search for food. 
The Red Cross has been kept busy car- 
tying off women and children, and in 
some cases old men, crushed or over- 
come in these manifestations. 

Ten thousand persons gathered out- 
side of the chamber today and nearly 
300 were carried off on stretchers. Act- 
ing President Gen. Roque Gonzales Gar- 
cla appeared before the convention dele- 
gates and a portion of them to tell them 
that the treasury was empty, the fields 
laid waste by the contending revolu- 
tionaries and that the only hope for the 
coming winter was that all Mexicans 
lay down their arms and begin the till- 
ing of the fields. Repeatedly the crowds 
answered him, saying ‘“‘Give us corn. 
Our women and children are dying of 
hunger. Give us corn.” 

A comparatively small supply was ob- 
tained from the Foreign Relief Commit- 
tee and this assuaged the wants of’ the 
day. 

Crops everywhere are short and in all 
but five of the 27 states of Mexico there 
is absolute want with the new harvest 
many months away and mythical be- 
cause to a large extent unplanted. Even 
states as productive as Morelos and 
Guanajuato are calling for corn, while 
armies turn their cavalry into anything 
green to be found and kill cattle and 
cther farm animals for their hides. 

It is estimated that unless relief 
comes from the outside more than 12,- 
000,000 people will be in danger of starva- 
tion. In normal times it requires ap- 
proximately 1,800,000 tons of corn to teed 
these 13,000,000... Farmers and grain deal- 


(ers say this must be obtained in the 


United States, but as Mexico has no 
money to pay for even a part of what 
is needed, she will be compelled to 
throw herself on the charity of the 
United States, according to these au- 
thorities. 


90 Americons in Party to Leave Mex- 
leo City Today on Special Train, 


WASHINGTON, June 7. — Ninety 
Americans, 44 Englishmen, 127 Span- 
iards and 67 others*of various other na- 
tionalities will comprise the first refugee 
party leaving Mexico City today on the 
special train which the Brazilian Min- 
ister obtained, acting for the American 
Government. 

Other refugees from the famine- 
stricken capital who will leave to join 
the party at Vera Cruz will bring the 
number to more than 600. The Britisn 
Consul has advised American Consv! 
Silliman that many women and children 
are among the number. The Villa- 
Zapata authorities in Mexico City will 
send a train to Tizayuca, where it will 
be met by a train from Vera Cruz, in 
charge of Consul Shanklin.

The Red Cross today 
telegraphed Galveston officials to ship

goes for refugees. The food will be 
consigned to Consul Canada. 


PRIVATE PENSION SYSTEMS 
MANAGEMENT IS ATTACKED 


Considerable Damage Likely if deal 
Becomes Fashion, Carnegie Foun- 
dation Report Says. 

NEW YORK, June 7.—Evidence of bad 
planning of administrative methods 
which court disaster was found by the 
Carnegie Foundation for the advance- 
ment of teaching in both public and 
private pension systems examined by 
that organization, according to the 
ninth annual report of its president, 
Dr. Henry 8. Pritchett, published to- 

day. 

“Systems are started with a small 
fund in the hope that somehow or 
other it may be increased,”’ said the 
report. “It is probable, unless a halt 
is called, that considerable damage will 
be done within the next few years if 
the pension idea assumes the dimen- 
sions of a fashion. The last few years 
have seen the collapse, or imminent 
collapse, of pension systems of con- 
paratively recent date.’’ 

The Carnegie Foundation shows a to- 
tal endowment of $14,250,000, a surplus 
of $1,246,000, an annual income’ of $746,- 
000 and an annual expenditure of $716,- 
000 for the year ending Sept. 30, 1914, 
according to the report. Of this amount 
$634,000 was spent in retiring allowances 
and pensions.

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Carranza’s 
answer to President Wilson's proclama.- 
tion notifying the Mexican factions 
they must make peace or this Govern- 
ment would undertake to restore order 
is expected at the White House within 
three days. 

The Constitutionalist agency here was 
informed yesterday from Vera Cruz that 
the answer is being prepared by 
Carranza himself and will be delivered 
today or tomorrow to American Consul 
Silliman, who will dispatch it to Wash- 
ington as rapidly as the disorganized 
transmission lines allow.

Washington Expects Details of 
Alleged Confession of German 
Prisoner From London. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—Officials 
here are awaiting the text of a con- 
fession, credited to Robert Rosen- 
thal, in London, Saturday, that he 
had been making use of a forged 
American passport, supplied by Capt. 
von Prieger, of the German Admi- 
ralty office in Berlin, head of the 
German spy system who had a sheaf 
of blank passports. 

Until this information arrives, and 
it is presumed that Ambassador Page 
in London will forward it, State De- 
partmont officials are refraining 
from any public statement on the 
case, The German embassy has said 
that it had no knowledge of Rosen- 
thal or his confession. 

Rosenthel, according to press dis- 
patches from London, had an emer- 
gency passport issued in Berlin at 
the béginning of the war. He pre- 
tended when arrested that he was an 
American citizen traveling in Burope, 
even mentioning as evidence in sup- 
port of this assertion his activities 
in Berlin in assisting the American 
Relief Committee in their relief of 
wage: caught in Germany. . 


etter Is Intercepted. 
English military authori had inter- 


cepted a letter sent by Rosenthal from 
Copenhagen to Capt. von Prieger under 
a name which the authorities knew Von 
Prieger had been using for years. The 
letter was apparently a business com- 
munication saying that the writer was 
proceeding to London to promote the 
sale of the gas mantels and hoping that 
business would be good. 

When the letter was produced Rosen- 
thal said the game was up, according 
to press dispatches. 

“I confess,” said he, “‘that I am a 
German sent here to spy by Capt. von 
Priéger.”’ 


He said that he had been in England 
on a previous occasion for the purpose 
of spying and that he had used thea 
same passport. 

“I was doubtful,”’ he continued, ac- 
cording to the report, “about coming to 
England again, but Capt. von Priegor 
said, ‘If you have any fear about trav- 
eling on a passport under your own 
name, I can give you another passport.’ 
He then opened & safe in his office and 
took out a bundle of American pass- 
port blanks, printed in the proper form 
on the correct parchment. He showed 
me forged dies with which the seal of 
the United States could be reproduced. 

“‘*T can fit you out,’ said he, ‘with a 

passport in any name you wish—a pass- 
port that will pass inspection.’ *’ 
. Rosenthal @aid he decided to take a 
chance on the passpors he had already 
obtained and which he had used in En- 
gland some time before. He said that 
he was on British soil with this passport 
when Anton Kuepferle, the German spy 
who recently killed himself during his 
trial, was arrested. Rosenthal was on 
the point of leaving England when he 
was caught. 

It°is asserted in London that Rosen- 
thal’s confession, particularily the part 
bearing on Capt. vom Prieger’s use of 
fraudulent American passports, has been 
corroborated.

James M. Foster of 4650 South Broad-
